It was first my intention when submitting 
this report to also attach a list of the 
bacteriological (not chemical) analysia of a 
sample of imilk taken trom each plice, both 
European and native, but as this would 
involve a considerable amount of time and 
trouble, I have now decided to send. this in 
at once, and try to work out the: bacterio- 
logics} analysis at a later data, 

pon reference te the attached list, it will 
be scen that all three of the dairy. farms 
have been buying milk from theso’ native 
cow-sheds, one of thom being indirectly 
supplicd with mills from Canton; and in 
future their dustomers would do well if in 
protection of their own interesta they were 
to insist upun a guarantee frum tho dairy 
supplying them, that they had altogether 
ceased Irom purchasing from outside 
sourecs, '
